If  approved,  it  is  understood  that  the  Selectmen  and  other  officers  will  receive  no  fees  or  any 
other  compensation  for  their  services  except  the  usual  and  necessary  expenses  incurred  by 
official  duties  and  except  the  Town  Clerk  who  may  receive  certain  stipulated  fees. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  of  money  as  is  stated  in  the  proposed 
budget  for  repairs  to  Town  highways  and  bridges,  general  expenses  of  highways,  snow 
removal,  maintenance  of  the  Town  building,  officers'  salaries  and  expenses  and  other  necessary 
Town  expenses.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $165.00  as  the 
Town's  share  for  operation  of  the  North  Country  Council. 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $600.00  for 
the  Littleton  Hospital  Association. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $450.00  for  the 
Easton-Franconia-Sugar  Hill  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

ARTICLE  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  for  the 
Franconia  Recreation  Program. 

ARTICLE  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  authorize  withdrawal  from 
the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance 
Act  of  1972,  for  use  as  setoffs  against  budget  appropriations  in  the  amount  indicated;  and 
further,  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  make  pro  rata  reductions  in  the  amounts  if  estimated 
entitlements  are  reduced  or  take  any  other  action  hereon:

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

We  are  pleased  to  report  the  resolution  of  two  pressing  issues  this  year. 

First,  the  matter  of  fire  protection  was  brought  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion  with  the  signing 
of  a  contract  between  Franconia,  Sugar  Hill  and  Easton.  Basically,  Easton  agreed  to  pay  a  fee 
of  $3,000  to  the  two  Towns  in  return  for  guaranteed  fire  coverage.  Actual  calls  will  be 
charged  at  reasonable  rates  and  credit  given  up  to  the  $3,000  amount  after  which  Easton  will 
pay  basic  charges  only.  In  the  spirit  of  cooperation  we  have  appointed  Stanley  Sherburn  to  the 
newly  created  post  of  Easton  Fire  Superintendent.  His  duties  will  include  inspecting  for 
hazardous  conditions  and  supervising  fire  fighting  activities  in  Town. 

The  second  issue  to  be  settled  was  the  Tax  Map  problem.  After  more  than  two  years  of  study, 
your  selectmen  entered  into  an  agreement  with  John  E.  O'Donnell  Association  of  Auburn, 
Maine  to  provide  a  complete  property  survey  map  of  the  Town.  This  map  will  not  only  fulfill  a 
State  requirement,  it  will  provide  invaluable  assistance  in  Town  Planning,  tax  assessing  and 
the  drawing  of  deeds.  We  hope  to  have  preliminary  work  completed  by  the  Town  Meeting  of 
this  year. 

The  advent  of  a  reliable  Tax  Map  will  enable  the  selectmen  to  reassess  land  this  year.  Cor- 
rected property  cards  and  proper  apportionment  of  taxes  will  benefit  everyone. 

Clean  Up  Day  in  Easton  is  well  on  the  way  to  becoming  a  tradition.  No  other  event  draws  so 
many  participants.  This  year  it  was  held  in  May  and  was  attended  by  the  following:  Connie 
Dyer,  Ruth  and  Russ  Towne,  Jill  Glover,  Jerry  and  Pat  Coogan,  Chris  and  John  Jerome, 
Barbara,  Rachel  and  Leah  Gordon,  Bob  and  Mim  Wurtzdorff,  Peg  Whitcomb,  Joel  McKenzie, 
Monica  Fox,  Laurie  Sherburn,  Bunny,  Ben  and  Matt  Ford.  All  those  wishing  to  participate  this 
coming  Spring  may  contact  Pat  Coogan  or  Connie  Dyer  for  information. 

Of  the  Town  at  large  we  are  in  a  position  to  make  some  observations  that  may  not  be  apparent 
to  everyone.  One  such  observation  is  the  rapid  turnover  of  land  and  homes  in  Easton.  While 
three  or  four  new  homes  would  seem  hardly  to  constitute  a  building  boom,  their  impact  on  a 
Town  of  our  size  can  be  considerable.  We  urge  that  concerned  citizens  take  an  active  interest 
in  the  growth  of  our  Town  while  there  is  still  time  and  space  enough  to  shape  its  future. 

Another  observation  is  that  too  few  citizens  are  involved  in  the  affairs  of  their  town.  We  have 
found  that  many  people  are  hesitant  to  try  public  offices,  yet  find  the  experience  a  satisfying 
one  once  they  have.  Of  the  dedicated  folks  who  do  the  work  year  after  year  we  can  only  say: 
"Thanks,  you  really  are  appreciated."

PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  was  to  have  been  elected  at  the  1979  Town  Meeting.  However,  the  ballot 
was  ruled  defective  by  the  Town  Moderator,  and  as  a  result  the  Board  members  were  appointed 
by  the  Selectmen  on  the  basis  of  the  election  results.  The  status  of  the  Board  should  be  verified 
at  this  year's  Town  Meeting. 

The  Board  was  presented  with  two  subdivision  proposals  during  the  past  year.  One  of  these 
was  approved  and  has  been  completed.  The  other  was  not  approved  because  the  ordinance 
requirements  relating  to  subdivision  had  not  been  met.  It  would  seem  that  the  energy  crunch 
and  the  economic  situation  have  effectively  reduced  the  pressure  for  subdivisions  in  the  Town 
of  Easton,  at  least  for  the  present.  This  will  give  the  Board  a  chance  to  develop  Subdivision 
Regulations  that  fit  the  needs  of  the  Town,  that  will  protect  the  Town  of  Easton,  and  still  allow 
for  orderly  growth. 

We  regret  that  two  members  of  the  Board  since  its  inception  Mr.  Jack  Kenney  and  Mr.  Dean 
Clark,  have  resigned.  They  served  the  Town  of  Easton  for  many  years  and  their  common  sense 
Yankee  approach  to  situations  will  be  sorely  missed.

I  hope  not  only  to  work  with  the  Franconia  and  Sugar  Hill  Fire  Departments  at  fires,  but  to 
help  the  citizens  of  Easton  with  their  fire  related  problems.

REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 

Prevention  and  control  of  forest  fires  is  handled  through  a  cooperative  effort  between 
town/city  fire  organizations  and  the  State  Forest  Fire  Service. 

Since  1903,  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  our  Legislature,  the  State  Forester 
has  appointed  someone  in  each  municipality  as  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  charged  him  with 
the  responsibility  of  forest  fire  prevention  and  control  within  his  town/city.  This  person  may  ask 
the  State  Forester  to  appoint  as  many  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  as  may  be  necessary  to 
efficiently  carry  out  his  charge. 

The  State  Forester  has  divided  the  State  into  ten  forest  fire  districts  with  a  full  time  District 
Forest  Fire  Chief  in  each  district.  The  State  organization  is  charged  with  assisting  the 
municipal  forest  fire  organization  in  any  way  possible. 

State  personnel  conduct  fire  training  schools,  assist  with  forest  fire  suppression,  fire  cause 
investigation,  prosecution  of  fire  law  violators  and  forest  fire  prevention  programs.  Forest  fire 
suppression  equipment  is  purchased  through  State  bulk  purchasing  ability  and  sold  to  local 
forest  fire  organizations  at  one-half  cost.  Excess  military  property  is  obtained  and  turned  over 
to  town/city  fire  departments  at  no  cost  to  local  departments  for  conversion  into  fire  suppression 
units.  This  cooperative  arrangement  between  State  and  municipality  has  resulted  in  one  of  the 
best  forest  fire  records  in  the  United  States  with  less  than  one-half  acre  of  woodland  burned 
in  each  fire  reported.

Dogs  must  be  licensed  on  or  before  April  30th  if  dog  is  3  months  old  or  older,  and 
must  wear  a  license  tag  to  comply  with  NH  laws,  Chapter  466,  R.S.A.  The  dog(s)  must 
also  have  rabies  vaccination  and  tag  (442-A). 

There  is  a  $1.00  penalty  if  not  paid  before  June  1st  (466:7).  Whoever  keeps  a  dog 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  466,  R.S.A.  may  FORFEIT  as  much  as  $15.00 
to  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  dog  is  kept  (466:13). 

This  law  will  be  strictly  enforced  by  local  authorities. 

The  police  department  spent  many  hours  investigating  robberies,  running  after  stray  dogs 
and  assisting  the  townspeople,  especially  the  elderly. 

Speeding  violations  by  residents  continue  to  be  extremely  high  on  Route  116  and  side 
roads.  All  of  us  living  in  this  town  should  set  an  example  by  keeping  our  speed  at  the  minimum 
to  protect  the  safety  of  our  residents. 

I  have  worked  closely  with  the  Sheriff's  Department,  the  State  Police  and  the  police  depart- 
ments of  Franconia  and  Sugar  Hill  in  an  effort  to  have  better  protection  for  Easton. 

The  selectmen  have  been  most  cooperative,  and  I  have  attended  their  requests  to  the  best 
of  my  ability.

All  of  the  Trust  Funds  are  invested  in  the  Littleton  Savings  Bank  and  only  the  interest  may- 
be used  from  the  Cemetery  Trust  Funds  for  the  care  of  the  Cemetery.  There  are  20  Cemetery 
Trust  Funds,  all  invested  in  2^2  year  certificates,  which  draw  more  interest  than  the  regular 
savings  accounts.  Three  new  ones  were  added  in  1979. 

The  21st  Trust  Fund  is  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  also  in  a  2>k  year  certificate.  This  was 
started  in  1945,  with  $300.00  appropriated  at  Town  Meeting,  and  with  $300.00  more  appro- 
priated in  1946.  It  has  been  steadily  gathering  interest,  until  at  the  end  of  1979  there  is  a  total 
of  $1,696.45,  plus  the  $600.00  principal,  a  grand  total  of  $2,452.90.  This  fund  can  be  used,  if 
needed,  by  an  article  in  the  Town  Meeting  Warrant  on  a  vote  of  the  Town.  Since  it  is  a  2/2  year 
Certificate,  if  it  is  drawn  before  the  certificate  matures,  the  penalties  would  be  severe  through 
loss  of  interest.
